Judean missions of Christ's day.

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REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

The field of labor of the Home Mission Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention is composed of the Southern states and the ter- 
ritories and the island of Cuba. At the time this board was organ- 
ized in 1845, the aggregate membership of the Southern churches 
did not exceed 450,000, of whom 200,000 were colored, while th« 
present membership is more than 2,700,000. The Home Mission 
Board has been an important factor in promoting this growth of 
membership. 

The Home Mission Board seems to have taken on new life since 
its headquarters have been removed to Atlanta, Ga. Notwith- 
standing the general financial depression, according to the report of 
the board at the last session of the Southern Baptist Convention, 
f le last year was the most prosperous in its history, as appears from 
the following general statement: 

"Number of missionaries this year, four hundred and twenty-five, 
— an increa c e of forty-four over last year and more than in any year 
of the board's history." 

"Baptized five thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, — an in- 
crease of one thousand four hundred and fifty-one over last year, 
and five hundred and seventy-two more than have been baptized in 
any year since the organization of the Convention." 

"Cash receipts $88,640 20, being $15,314. 29 larger than last year, 
and greater than any year except the centennial." 

"Increase of missionaries has been nearly 12 per cent. , of re- 
ceipts 20 percent., and of baptisms 32 per cent." 

This is a very gratifying showing for the board to be able to 
make, as the above statistics speak for themselves and indicate that 
it has entered upon a new era of success.

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Dear Brethren— We are sorry to note the small number of 
Baptists who take an active interest in Sunday-school work. We 
find from the statistics of our last session of the Carey Association 
only seven churches out of thirty-nine reporting Sunday-schools ; 
and among 2670 members, only 426 students and officers in theSun- 
dav schools ; and when we take into consideration the fact that a 
maiority of these students were members of no church, or members 
of other denominations, it brings it down to a very small per centage 
of Baptists indeed who are giving the Sunday -schools their support. 

Brethren, these things ought not to be. There is a cause for 
every trouble. Remove the cause and the trouble will cease. The 
plan is laid down in God's word. We are called into his vineyard 
to work. We are commanded to bring up the children in the way 
they should go. Are we doing it? Your Committee can conceive 
of no better way than by bringing them together eve ry Lord s day 
to study His word, and be instructed in the way of truth. Brother 
pastors, give your churches no rest on this subject till every one 
organizes a Sunday-school. Brother deacons, and laymen, assist 
your pastors in this great work. The Sunday-school is only the 
church at work. Th?n brethren, for the sake of the Master's cause, 
for the sake of the poor little waifs of our land who are growing up 
in ignorance, awake and do your duty along this line, and we are 
sure the time is not far distant when all the churches ™i l ££"1 
with a full report of Sunday-school work. May the Lord help you 
to do your duty is the prayer of your committees.

CONSTITUTION. 



1 This Associate j shall meet annually as an advisory council, 
and shall be composer 1 of messengers chosen by the churches of 
this union, and all reg ilarly ordained ministers of our faith and 
order within the boun' a of the body. 

2 Each church shall be entitled to two messengers, irrespec- 
tive of numbers, and ol3 for every additional fifty thereafter over 

y 3. The messenger* and ministers thus convened shall be de- 
nominated the Carey 1 \ptist Association. . 

4 This Association shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who 
shall be chosen by the members present at each session, and shall 
be of the body, holding their offices until the next election The 
Clerk shall also be Treasurer of the Association. 

5. The churches of this union shall express in their letters the 
names of their messen.^rsand their postoffices, Sabbath of meeting, 
amount of contributions number baptized, received by letter, re- 
stored to fellowship, di: missed, excommunicated and dead since the 
last session Of this Asp ciation. 

6. No act of the A relation shall be binding on the churches, 
bat it shall be its duty o give advice in matters of difficulty and 
endeavor to preserve t ..a union of the churches. 

7. If any churches desire to be admitted into this unaon they 
shall petition by letter . id messengers, and upon examination, if 
found orthodox and ord ;rly, shall be received by the Association. 

8. Any church mp • withdraw from this Association at discre- 
tion, or, on application may obtain a letter of dismission. 

9 This Association shall use her own discretion as respects the 
cause of missions, leaving the churches and members to exercise 
their own opinion in such cases. 

10. If any church In this union shall become offended with a 
sister church in point of faith or practice, it shall be the duty of the 
aggrieved church to endeavor to reclaim the church thus offending, 
and if satisfaction cannct be obtained the aggrieved church shall 
then call in the aid of oi,e or two other churches to act with the 
first two assisting churcl es ; and it shall be the duty of the churches 
thus called to investigate and decide upon the matter of dealing and 
to report the same to le Association ; and if the said accused 
church be guilty as i uarged, the Association shall withdraw 
from her. 

11. This Association may correspond with other Associations 
and Conventions of th»- ime faith and order, and withdraw her cor- 
respondence at discretion. 

12. Amendments t> this Constitution may be made by two- 
thirds of the members i session. 

13. This Associate may have power to adjourn to any time 
and place she may deer' most convenient. 



ABSTRACT OF PRINCIPLES. 

1. We believe in only one true and living God and that there 
are three persons in the Godhead, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost.

• a 8 ' We Delieve in the resurrection of the dead and a general 
judgment, and that the punishment of the wicked will be everlast- 
ing and the joys of the righteous will be eternal. 



RULES OF DECORUM. 



1. This Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

2. Call for Letters from churches and enroll the names of mes- 
sengers. 

3. Proceed to election of Moderator and Clerk. 

4. Call for Petitionary Letters from churches desiring admis- 
sion into this body. 

5. Appoint Committees on Preaching and Finance. 

6. Receive correspondents. 

7. Duties of Moderator— It shall be the duty of the Moder- 
ator to call the members to order before the Association ; to receive 
and submit all questions regularly moved, and announce the result;' 
to enforce the observance of decorum in debate among the members, 
and in general to perform all the duties incumbent upon a presiding 
officer. 

8. Duties of Clebk.— It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the 
Association to keep a fair record of the proceedings ; to notify com- 
mittees of their appointment ; to preserve the papers belonging to 
the Association, and to attend to the printing of the minutes, for 
which he shall receive a reasonable compensation. 

9. Duties of Members. — Members rising to speak shall address 
the Moderator. 2. Any member, in speaking, shall confine him- 
self to the subject under consideration. 3. No member shall speak 
more than thrice on the same subject without permission from the 
Moderator. 4. No member will be permitted to indulge in talking 
or whispering, or any indecorous conduct, to the annoyance of the 
body in time of debate. 5. No member shall absent himself from 
the body without permission of the Moderator. 

10. These Rules may be altered by a majority of the. members 
at a regular session of this body.
